Lay it flat, and it will 
never need grinding. A steel is good, 
but a stone, costing from 10 to 25 
cents, is better; but don’t let it get 
greasy. 
Have th e knife clean and 
dry wh en you wh et it, and don’t let it 
get even th e natural oil from th e h and 
on th e part you use. If you wh et th e 
knife before use, only a few strokes 
will be needed.

SUICIDE AT COLUMBUS, OHIO 


Poor Woman of Unsound Mind, Who 
W as Stricken With Paralysis 
Some Time Ago, 


Columbus, O., Oct. 23.—In full view 
of at least a score of spectators the 
body of Mrs. Mary C. Jobes dangled 
at the end of a rope *.aturday, and 
the failure of any one to cut her down 
marked her as a suicide. 
The case is remarkable, and the 
spectators were criticised 
for their 
negligence, although several of them 
gave as an excuse the fear of violat­ 
ing the law governing the powers of a 
coroner. 
Shortly after the noon hour 
the 
woman procured a piece of 
clothes 
line. and. going to a nearby tree, pro­ 
ceeded to hang herself. 
The chosen 
place is on a slight elevation, near 
North High and Tompkins streets, and 
provided ample opportunity for view. 
Some say that they did not know 
she contemplated ending her life, al­ 
though she was hanging by the neck. 
It was not until after Dr. Cooper ar­ 
rived, in about 20 minutes, that the 
body was cut down. He administered 
a sound reliuke, and said that if ac­ 
tion had been taken promptly 
the 
woman would be alive. 
William Garner, a fireman, who ar­ 
rived on the scene and witnessed the 
struggling, says he attempted to re­ 
lieve her, but was warned not to do 
so. as he would be transgressing the 
laws. 
Others, too, followed the plan 
of Garner, 
but 
the wiseacres, who 
thought they knew the law, would in­ 
terpose an objection. 
Coroner Murphy is of the opinion 
that Mrs. Jobes was past all aid be­ 
fore 
the crowd 
congregated. 
The 
woman had been stricken with paraly­ 
sis some time ago, and it is thought 
that she was unsound mentally.

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GOOSE ANDA DUCK. 


They Were Nailed Together Fly­ 
ing In Midair. 


WAS WONDERFUL CARTRIDGE 


It Also Ignited the Feathers of An- 
other Fowl and It Fell Dead 


Into the Water. 


Fairfield Sturmann, who pitched a 
deer camp near Rocky Pond this week, 
preparatory to the opening of the sea­ 
son, shot a wild goose a few days ago 
under peculiar circumstances, writes 
the Chittenden, V t, correspondent of 
the New York World. 
The feat was 
witnessed by a townsman who was in 
camp with him, and he vouches for the 


story. 
When Mr. Stnrmann, 
who comes 
from Boston, went into camp he took 
a shotgun with him, as well as a rifle, 
thinking that 
he 
might 
get some 
grouse shooting. 
He had fairly good 
luck in this line, and one morning, 
just as he started out, he saw a flock 
of wild geese soaring about over the 
pond. 
He watched them, and when 
he saw them 
drop 
into the 'water 
close to a flock of black ducks he was 
sorry, because he had no heavy shot. 
Burt Townsend, the townsman who 
was camping with 
Sturmann, sug­ 
gested that he draw some old-fashion­ 
ed iron nails out of the slabs of the 
cabin in which they were living and 
load his shells with them. 
This was 
better than 
nothing, 
and the men 
loaded up two shells with nails about 
three inches long. 
As they stuck out 
beyond the end of the paper cartridges 
dr>’ grass w*as packed about them in 
place of the usual wad. 
Armed with one of these shells in 
each barrel of the shotgun, Sturmann 
and Townsend placed some boughs in 
a boat and drifted down the pond to­ 
ward the ducks and geese. 
They lay 


in the bottom of the boat, so as not 
to attract attention, and when they 
thought they w'ere in range peeked 
out. 
They were almost onto the feeding 
birds, and before Sturmann could fire 
l)oth flocks rose and mingled in a 
.single cloud of feathers. 
They w'ere, 
perhaps, forty feet above the water 
and three rods off 
when Sturmann 
shot both barrels simultaneously and 
nearly upset the boat. 
In stantly a 
duck and a goose dropped to the pond. 
The duck was dead, but the goose was 
only w'ounded and made a desperate 
effort to rise. 
Townsend seized the oars and was 
making for the birds, when the goose 
got into the air, and with him went 
the dead duck. He tried desperately to 
reach the rest of the flock, but had 
reached a height of 20 feet, w'hen he 
settled slowly. In another minute the 
men had him. 
As they pulled him 
honking into the boat to wTing his 
neck they w^ere astonish to discover 
that he was firmly nailed to the duck. 
One of the nails had penetrated the 
duck’s neck and imbedded itself in the 
breast of the goose. 
The men were sill exclaiming when 
they heard a squawrking directly over 
head, and, glancing upward, saw^ a 
duck aflame high in the air. 
He was 
coming down head first, and looked 
like a comet. 
He struck the water 
close to the boat, and when he arose 
was dead. 
Every feather had been 
burned from him, and it is thought 
that the dry grass used for wadding 
loilged under his wing and set him 
afire.

More Than $439,000 Clear On Customs 
From the St. Louis Fair. 


Prof. Herrman’s recent investiga­ 
tions on the subject of pearl forma­ 
tion have yielded 
some interesting 
conclusions, says the London Globe. 
In the great majority of cases it ap­ 
pears that the pearl is due to the pres­ 
ence in the oyster of a marine tape­ 
worm. 
When the 
spherical 
larva of the 
w'orm dies nacreous matter is deposit­ 
ed around it, and the resulting mass 
is known as a pearl. The life history 
of the tapew'orm is continued in the 
bodies of certain species of file fish 
w'hich prey on the oysters. These file 
fish, again, are devoured by flsh-eat- 
ing rays or sharks. In these latter the 
tapeworm becomes mature, and sets 
free numerous embryos into the sea. 
These finally enter the oyster, and so 
complete the life cycle. 
The small so-called “seed” pearls 
are caused by the deposition of nacre­ 
ous m atter round small crystals form­ 
ed in certain muscles of the oyster. 
Perhaps the most important result of 
Prof. Herdman’s work from the scien­ 
tific standpoint is the establishment 
of a marine 
biological 
station at 
Galle for further research. 


According to the report of Charles 
F. Gallcnkamp, surveyor of the port 
of St. Louis, which has been forward­ 
ed to the treasury department, prop­ 
erty valued at $48,830 was abandoned 
by its ow'iurs at the World’s Fair.
